Governors 
in Squabble 
Over Pledge

CHARLOTTE AMALIE, V.L 


(AP) — Democrats and Repub- 
licans at the National Gover- 
nors' Conference headed today 
for a countdown in their battle 
over a proposal to pledge sup- 
port for President Johnson's 
prosecution of the war in Viet- 
nam.

Utah, one of the resolution's 
sponsors, said he thought the 
Democrats have a chance of 
putting it over although 20 of the 
44 state and territorial gover- 
nors at the conference are Re- 
publicans. 


"When It comes to a show- 


down of supporting the boys 
who are fighting in Vietnam, I 
don't think some of the Republi- 
cans are going to vote like they 
talk," said Rampton. 


GOP Govs. David F. Cargo of 


New Mexico and Paul Laxalt of 
Nevada said that wasn't the Is- 
sue at all. 


"We just don't think the gov- 


ernors' conference Is the place 
or this is the time to be mak- 
ing policy statements a b o u t 
Vietnam," Laxalt said. 


New 
York Gov. Nelson A. 


Rockefeller, who supported the 
decision of a Republican caucus 
decision to oppose bringing up 
the Vietnam matter, flew home 
Thursday and said he saw little 
chance the resolution would be 
passed. He added that "we all 
support our boys in Vietnam, 
but what the governors say or 
don't say is immaterial.' 


Romney disclosed at a news 


conference that he Is trying to 
draft an alternative course to 
Johnson's. 


He said that as a part of this 


effort he hopes to visit Vietnam 
in December and be there for 
Christmas.

After days of haggling with 


federal authorities, leaders of 
the National Mobilization Com- 
mittee to End the vVar In Viet- 
nam accepted late Thursday a 
permit specifying ground rules 
for the massive demonstration 
Saturday and Sunday.

MERIDIAN, Miss. (AP) - A 


"hopelessly deadlocked" federal 
jury sought to resolve differ* 
ences today and reach a verdict 
in the trial of 18 white men 
charged with conspiracy in the 
deaths of three civil rights 
workers in 1964. The all-white 
panel of seven women and five 
men had deliberated more than 
14 hours since it was given the 
case late Wednesday. 


Five times the jurors passed 


notes to U.S. Dlst. Court Judge 
Harold Cox asking for more In- 
structions. He refused until late 
Thursday when one of the notes 
said the Jury was hopelessly 
deadlocked. 


The judge then delivered what 


attorneys 
termed a "super- 


charge" to thepanel. 


The charge, first read in 1896 


to a deadlocked jury, was a 
booster reminding the jurors 
that they should consider the 
majority In their deliberations 
but not yield any of their convic- 
tions. 


"This Is an Important case," 


Judge Cox told the jurors. "This 
trial has been extensive and ex- 
pensive both to the prosecution 
and the defense. There's no rea- 
son to believe that another trial 
might not be equally expen- 
sive."

Discovery of the bodies of Mi- 


chael Schwerner, 24, Andrew 
Goodman, 20, both from New 
York, and James Chaney, 22, a 
Meridian Negro, ina Neshoba 
County farm pond dam in Au- 
gust 1964 sparked an FBI inves- 
tigation which resulted In the 
trial. 


Judge Cox told the jury It 


could acquit some of the defend- 
ants, convict others and report 
themselves eadlocked on oth- 
ers. He said each defendant was 
entitled to a separate verdict al- 
though the 18 were tried as a 
group. 


Motions for directed verdicts 


of acquittal for five defendants 
were taken under advisement 
by Judge Cox before the case 
went to the jury. It was possible 
for him to overrule the panel's 
decision.
